Chicago. — Endorsement of the 
period influence in evening dresses 
was a major phase of the fifth an- 
nual fashion show presented by 
the Woman’s Board of St. Luke’s 
hospital in the grand ballroom of 
the Stevens Hotel.

lw last week’s column 
we listed some of the more notable 
and distinguished of the new novels,— 
selections of the book clubs, etc. The 
following are a few of the new light 
novels,—not necessarily frivolous, but 
entertaining and easy to read :— 

Belle-mére, by Kathleen Norris, 
gently explodes the age-old fallacy 
that Mother Love is always perfect. 
It is the romance of Phil and Shelley 
who almost lost their happiness 
through the jealous dominance of a 
sweet and devoted but utterly blind 
and_ selfish mother,—Phil’s mother 
and Shelley’s mother-in-law (in 
French belle-meére). 

Kindled Flame is the season’s offer- 
ing from the pen of Margaret Pedler, 
author of Bitter Heritage, Tomor- 
row's Tangle, Fire of Youth, and 
many other romances. Miss Pedler is 
a great favorite with women and her 
books are always popular. This is one 
of her best. 

Fair Tomorrow, by Emilie Loring 
is another new novel in the same cate- 
gory. It concerns a brother and sister 
who, after their father had crashed 
physically and financially, move him 
and their ménage to their Cape Cod 
cottage and start serving teas and sup- 
pers. This is just the kind of cozy 
story to enjoy as a pick-up in odd 
moments. 

Bayberry Lane, by Sara Bassett, is 
the story of the three Miss Snows 
(if you prefer, the three Misses 
Snow) who inherit from a rich uncle, 
Bayberry Lane, a spacious estate in 
Belleport, a tiny fishing town on the 
Massachusetts coast. The book is rich 
in humorous situations and contains 
a charming love story. 

Skyscraper, by Faith Baldwin, au- 
thor of Office Wife, etc., is another 
novel showing what happens, or may 
happen, when a girl enters the so- 
called man’s-world —the world of 
business. This story has been appear- 
ing serially and will no doubt be as 
popular as Office Wife. 

Footprint of Cinderella is a mod- 
ernized treatment of the Cinderella 


theme, by Philip Wylie, in which, 
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while they are still infants, a lucky 
little poor girl is exchanged for a poor 
little rich girl, the trade being made 
by a vicious, villainous aunt. Of 
course they are changed back in the 
end and both become lucky little rich 
girls and live happily ever after. 

The Way of a Man, by Joan Suth- 
erland, is a sort of up-to-date Grau- 
stark story,—a story of love and in- 
trigue, with beautiful women, hand- 
some and heroic men, a horrid, horrid 
villain, country estates, jewels, arch- 
dukes, kings, queens, n’ everything. 

Rhapsody in Gold, by Arthur 
Somers Roche takes up the question, 
in a light way, as to whether a man 
and woman can be happy though mar- 
ried when all the money—or most of 
it—is the woman's. The situations, 
characters, conversations and conclu- 
sions are typically a la Roche. 

These are but a few of the new 
light novels. There are a score of 
good new mystery stories, several fine 
new westerns and three or four excep- 
tionally interesting new biographies 
and travel books, if one happens to be 
in the mood for non-fiction. These 
quite new books are but a few of the 
thousands of entertaining books await- 
ing the guests for enjoyment during 
their stay at THe STeveNs.
